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REMARKS 

Introduction 

Applicants have added claims 23-35. Support for this amendment is found in, for 
example, Figs. 4A and 4B and Paragraph [0065-0069] of the Pre-Grant Publication. Care has 
been taken to avoid the introduction of new matter. In view of the foregoing amendments and 
the following remarks, Applicants respectfully submit that all pending claims are in condition for 
allowance. 

Restriction/Election 

Noting the Office Action of April 4, 2007 wherein restriction has been required, 
Applicant hereby elects Group I drawn to a device for aligning a stamper for prosecution in the 
above-identified application. Applicant submits that Group I includes claims 1-10 and 12 and 
newly added claims 23-35. Claims 1-10, 12, and 23-35 are a single invention and directed to a 
device for aligning a stamper. Thus, Applicant elects Group I (claims 1-10, 12, and 23-35). It is 
respectfully requested that upon allowance of the apparatus claims, the Examiner rejoin the 
method claims since the method claims include the limitations of the apparatus. M.P.E.P. § 
821.04(b).
